time the German U-boats were doing 
the greatest u m ou n tof damage. 
The day before Mr. Kane’s boat en­ 
tered the barred zone three ships of 
the Allies 
went down and, 
the day 
after his safe passage through, nine 
others were sent to the bottom 
of 
the sea. Mr. Kane admits the danger 
with

fraught but seems to think that he 


may make the try.
